We’re carry- 
ing no-one this year, as 
John Margaritis has made 
clear with his fines so far.

About our World Cup 
chances, he says with typi- 
cal bravado: ‘‘Forget all 
the blame they’re trying to 
put on Rudi Gutendorf. 
That's all rubbish. We’ve 
got the players to make it. 
It’s up to us to pull our 
fingers out. Let’s stop 
looking for excuses. Defen- 
sively we have the players 
to keep it tight. Now we 
have to work out our at- 
tack. I'd like to see John 
Kosmina coming back into 
the squad. He’s played for 
Australia before, and he 
had top soccer with Arse- 
nal in England.” 


But Australian soccer 
could be much better with 
more support from the 
right quarters, he says. 


“"Yeah, especially the 
Minister for Sport,’’ says 
Keith Davidson, joining 
the conversation. “‘How 
much government money 
does Aussie Rules get in 
comparison with soccer?”’ 


SCARED? 


‘‘Australian soccer 
could be top-class. Aust- 
ralia could have a sport to 
be proud of internationally 
if we had the backing of 
the government and the 
media,” Alan continues. 
*‘At the moment, everyone 
knocks soccer so as to pre- 
serve Aussie Rules. We 
represent this country all 
over the world, yet they 
kick us in the pants or they 
ignore us altogether. 


“‘Are people scared of 
soccer, plain ignorant or 
do they think soccer’s an 
inferior game? We get 10,- 
000 to 20,000 people at 
Hellas matches yet the 
media practically ignores 
us.”” 


Keith: ‘“‘Look at the 
papers — six pages of 
Aussie Rules and one 
column on soccer. It’s 
bloody shocking.” 


Alan: ‘‘At least we've 
got Channel O now — but 
the papers even hide the 
Channel O programme. 
They don’t run it with the 
programmes of the other 
channels. 


He’s also angry about 
the Australian Soccer Fed- 
erations’d directive that 
clubs must drop ethnic 
names and that clubs in 
the Philips League must 
adopt American-type nick- 
names like Gunners, Rai- 
ders, Giants, and Hawks. 


“It’s a good case for Al 
Grasby to look into,” he 
says. ‘“‘The supporters 
want to keep names like 
Hellas, Croatia, Juventus,

Giles, Billy Bremner and 
Kevin Keegan, all of whom 
are quick with an answer.” 


In the year of the world 
youth championships, 
which are to be held in 
Australia in October, Da- 
vidson stands as an 
example to young players 
with ambition.

It was at Altona East 
State that he switched 
from Aussie Rules to 
soccer at the age of nine.

If I sat 
down for an hour, I’d come 
up with a hundred play- 
ers.”

On behalf of all coaches, 
allow me to ask you a few 
things, Rudi.

Why didn’t you set a suit- 
able training programme for 
the PSL coaches to follow? 


I've been lvoking to you 
since you arrived, hoping to 
learn something from your 
wealth of experience in the 
game. 

However, I have yet to 
have the pleasure of seeing 
you working on physical con- 
ditioning, or conducting a 
session on technical and tac- 
tical preparation. 

Instead, when I’ve attend- 
ed training, I’ve seen the 
work of Vlasits, Corry, 
McKendry,  Scheinflug, 
Baumgartner, Boggi, and 
others, 

If the players are indeed, 
unfit, Rudi, why don’t you 
organise a seminar for all 
the PSL coaches and lecture 
us on your requirements. 
I'm sure the clubs would be 
delighted to send their 
coaches to such a seminar. 

This would be much more 
constructive than contin- 
ually ‘criticising the club 
coaches for failing to have 
their players fit. 


Frank Arok and Joe.

Soccer in the elec- 
tronic age must be mar- 
keted through television 
as superior enter- 
tainment and, like tooth- 
paste, must be packaged 
in a form that appeals to 
the masses. 


So said ASF president Sir Arthur 
George at a dinner organised by 
Melbourne Soccer Club last week 

He said one of the hurdles 
soccer had to overcome was 
the traditionalists’ loyalty to the 


past. 

“Most of you live in a false

here and you made a Jot of money, 
but that is a declining market. 

“Your children won't do things 
only because you did them. They'll 
do their own things. 

“The traditional market in which 
you feel so comfortable will not 
grow and will not build up soccer.” 

Later, answering a question by Mr 
Julius Kubik of the Melbourne club 
who opposed the move against 
ethnic club names, Sir Arthur said: 

“I’m not anti-ethnic. As a child I 
suffered intolerance of an intensity 
you will never know. 

“I don’t have to convince you to go 
to see a Hungarian club’s games, be- 
cause you are Hungarian, but you 
have to market the game to a wider 
audience, like you would market 
toothpaste. 

““You have to use a club name that 
will attract a wider audience. 

““Why keep the customers away? 

“I know that intolerance is one of 
the reasons that people do not come. 
They don’t like migrant names. 
Wrongly so, it matters to the other 
fellow. They see it as a migrant 
game. 
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ASF loses 
$25,000 


ASF president Sir Arthur George said last 
week that the cancellation of the Socceroos’ 
match against Nacional of Uruguay meant 
that the $60,000 anticipated profit from the 
game had turned into a $25,000 loss to the 


ASF. 
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“But if we don’t take the game to 
the market place, there will be only 
250 or even 50 people left at matches 
when you and I pass away. That is 
realism. The other is emotional pa- 
triotism.” 


Sir Arthur said: “Soccer will go in 
the eighties where we have the fore- 
sight to take it.” 


“The electronic media has trans- 
formed the sport from a pastime to 
an entertainment,"’ he added. 


“It thus competes with everything 
else on the box, so we must create in 
the viewer's minds the desire to turn 
the knob to soccer. 


““We can do this only through man- 
agement. 


“The VFL might not be the big 
international sport we are, but | 
would change our management for 
theirs because they have learned the 
lesson of marketing and packaging. 
They made $1.2 million gross and 
$850,000 net last year on licensing 
and associated marketing skills.”’ 


Sir Arthur said FIFA also had 
learned this lesson. Only 25% of the 
income from the 1982 World Cup 
finais in Spain would come from 
gates. The other 75% would be the

from Victoria, three from NSW and 
one each from six other States and 
that the delegates represent State 
and metropolitan leagues.

“We must stop this sectionalisa- 
tion of interests, and harness al] of 
soccer under one umbrella, as one 
large family,"' he said.

Xanthopoulos—Paton 
clash is decisive

_ South Melbourne and Heidel- 
berg hate each other. 


Just ask the players and suppor- 
ters from either side. 


It’s not just a game when these sides 
clash, it’s a battle with pride and pres- 
tige at stake. 


Winning doesn’t just mean good wages for 
the victorious players.

The inclusion of John Stevenson and Jim 
Shirra has added a creative quality to the mid- 
field which should reap rewards for players 
further afield, like Alun Evans and Branko 
Buljevic. 

South Melbourne has a_ second-to-none 
chance of establishing superiority over its 
arch enemy with an early season win.

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The first phase in a 
new licensing and 
merchandising pro- 
gramme for soccer 
has been launched by 
the Australian Soccer 
Federation Market- 
ing company. 

Thirteen mascot charac- 
ters called the ‘Socceroos’ 
have been released for 
manufacturers to utilise in 
product licensing. 

Released at the same time 
is the official Australian 
Soccer Federation emblem 
which is being made available 
to sponsors and licensees in 
categories‘ of ASF ‘Approved 
Product’, ASF ‘Official Sup- 
plier’, ASF ‘Dressing Room 
Product’ and ASF ‘Official 
Training Product’. 

Rik Booth, executive direct- 
or of Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation Marketing Ltd. said: 
“This is the first step in the in- 
troduction of licensing to the 
sport of soccer in this country. 
It has always been an anomaly 
with the game that a sport the 
size of soccer has lacked any 
sort of character mascots, or 
merchandising and endorse- 
ment programme in which 
manufacturers, sponsors or li- 
censees can participate. 

‘The ‘Socceroo” characters 
are, we believe, one of the 
most original and appealing 
series of Australian charac- 
ters ever created in this coun- 
try for any sport, or indeed for 
any merchandising program- 
me. We elected to create a full 
team of ‘Socceroos’ plus a 
coach and referee so that li- 
sensees can use them either 
combined or individually. This 
opens up enormous potential 
for manufacturers of products 
who can now produce a com- 
plete range of merchandise 
bearing the individual ‘Socce- 
roos’."’ 

The aim of the licensing pro- 
gramme is to generate funds 
which can be utilised for the 
development of the sport at all 
levels, and most particularly 
at a junior and youth level. 

“Two soccr coaching and 
training books are due for re- 
lease in the middle of the year, 
one of which is based soley on 
the ‘Socceroo’ characters. We 
expect the ‘Socceroo’ charac- 
ters will become popular 
quickly with the Australian 
public particularly with child- 
ren,’ Mr Booth said. 

“The ‘Socceroo’ characters 
are designed to become syno- 
nomous with all soccer in 
Australia and not just any 
single aspect of it, or specific 
tournament. 

“Soccer as a sport has some 
300,000 boys and girls playing 
the game at present and it is 
highly likely with the growth, 
particularly of junior girls soc- 
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cer, that the number could 
reach half a million by the mid 
1980's. 

‘Tt is a sport where the 
children are influencing the 
parents, and the general 
soccer audience is mainly 
young, white collar and very 
family orientated. With such a 
following the sport therefore 
has one of the best bases for 
growth’’. 

The second phase of the 
overal soccer licensing pro- 
gramme will be the release of 
the new Philips Soccer League 
club emblems, each of which 
has been carefully redesigned 
with their commercial viabi- 
lity in mind. 

This will be followed by the 
release for licensing purposes 
of State Soccer Federation 
emblems, the Australian 
Soccer Referees Federation 
emblem, the Australian 
Women's Soccer Association 
emblem and the Australian 
Yough Soccer Development 
Programme emblem.

Alf the other players respect 
his experience and skill. He usual- 
ly takes the penalties and rarely 
Misses. 

ANGELO: Angelo wes actually 
born in Europe. He came to Aust- 
tralia vith his family vwehen he was 
70 months old. Angelo likes the 
girls. He simply can’t resist them. 
He talks to them from the sideli- 
nes. Even during a game he'll fake 
injury just to get Wef to send him 
off the field. That way he can go 
and chat to the girls. 

FLICKA: He's called this be- 
cause he always handles the bali 
with his head. in fact, its almost 
impossible for the opposition te 
get at the ball when he has it in 
the air He has been Known to 
even run from the centre line all 
the way into the opposition’s goal 
mouth bouncing the ball on his 
head.

THUMPER. He kicks well with 
both feet and can be very tricky 
with the ball. However, he often 
gets his feet muddled when he's 
trying to outstep the oppostion, 
and trips himself.

SCHWAB: But names of 
this type are out of character 
with Australian soccer which 
has vastly different traditions. 

LABBOZZETTA; OK, they 
may be hard for us to take, but 
we at least can have a go 
Let’s give it a chance 

SCHWAB: But tha names 
have been changing with such 
regularity that the fans must 
be getting thoroughly con- 
fused. 

LABBOZZETTA.: It is con- 
fusing, initially. Our club 
added the suburb name of 
Fairfield onto the existing 
name, Marconi. This created 
closer contact with the com- 
munity, it led to various func- 
tions with the local council, 
and local people got more in- 
volved with us. 

SCHWAB: Now, sccording 
to the PSL, you're not Marconi 
Fairfield but Marconi Leo- 


pards. 

LABBOZZETTA: As far as 
I'm concerned, Leopards is not 
our official name, but rather a 
nick-name, like the Sharks in 
Rugby League for example. A 
talking point, nothing more. 

SCHWAB: But the PSL ap- 
parently wants these names 
popularised and constantly 
used by the madia. This leads 
to another problem. Specialist 
Papers aimed at the converted 
will use the traditional names 
to cater to the wishes of its 
readers. Daily papers may use 
the new nick-names, The 
ethnic papers, | am sure, will 
never use the nick-names. 

LABBOZZETTA: They’re 
not likely to. The names 
wouldn't trarslate, They’d be 
laughable. 

SCHWAB: So there will 
continues to be confusion. 

LABBOZZETTA: Look, we 
have to try to develop a system 
of our own. 

SCHWAB: But this is not 
our own. It is stolen from the 
Unitad States. 

LABBOZZETTA: Maybe 
our society can absorb Ameri- 
can ideas more readily than 
European ideas. Look at 
what's acceptable to the mar- 
ketplace today. Most market- 
ing is US-orientated. 

SCHWAB: Are you satisfied 
with the activities of the ASF 
marketing division so far? 
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LABBOZZETTA: No social club as their founda- 


They'll have to do a lot more 
The marketing division is cost- 
ing the PSL $50,000 for 12 
months, plus extras. At the 
moment, we have no idea how 
they will spend that money. I 
and others voiced disapproval 
at the way the recent charity 
game between Marconi and 
Sydney City was handled. It 
was a bad TV production, and 
the marketing people did little 
towards getting sponsorship 
for the game or promoting it. 
SCHWAB: Obviously you're 
hoping the marketing division 
will eventually get sponsor- 
ship for the league and for in- 
dividual clubs. 
LABBOZZETTA: Sure. If 
nothing else, at least we could 
get enough to perhaps remove 
the burden of each club having 
to pay the $10,000 or $12,000 af- 
filiation fee to the league. If 
we see results, we'll be happy 
to put in even more money. 
But we have to keep on their 
backs. They have to get in- 
volved more in Melbourne, Ad- 
elaide and Brisbane, where 
clubs need the most assistance 
because they do not have the 
advantage of poker machines. 
It is up to the marketing 
people to investigate the prob- 
lems of each club and give 
guidance on how to attract 
money. It’s a fact that we are 
all in need. So many clubs 
exist only because supporters 
dig deep into their pockets, or 
conduct a lot of chook raffles. 
As costs go up, they will find it 
harder and harder to make 
ends meet. The big, wealthy 
clubs will forge ahead, and the 
little ones will struggle and 
perhaps fall by the wayside 
Take away Sydney City, Mar- 
coni, APIA and now Sydney 
Olympic, and what other clubs 
can boast of having a rich

SCHWAB: isn't it true 
though, that these social clubs 
could drop their soccer activi- 
ties if thay deamed them tao 
much of a financial burden? 
Western Suburbs did just that. 

LABBOZZETTA: Sure, if 
they decided soccer was no 
longer a proposition, they 
could withdraw their support, 
but that isn't likely to happen 
to the clubs I've mentioned 

SCHWAB: What kind of a 
deficit doas Marconi make on 
soccer activitias? 

LABBOZZETTA: We could 
be down $40,000 or $50,000 a 
year, but we make up for it in 
other ways. The social club, 
for example, makes money 
from having people at the 
games. 

SCHWAB: Adslaide City an- 
nounced a huge deficit of sev- 
eral thousand dollars last year 


LABBOZZETTA: That was 
largely due to its building ex- 
penditure. 

SCHWAB: Everyonsa in the 
feague hopes for increasod at- 
tendances to ease the financial 
strain. Do you think crowds 
will go up this year? 

LABBOZZETTA: We've got 
TV back on board. This will 
help stimulate interest. The 
50-50 supporters may come 
back permanently. People who 
gave soccer away years ago, 
may be lured back through TY. 
The sports fan who would 
otherwise take the kids to the 
Rugby may instead decide to 
go down the road to see Marco- 
ni 


SCHWAB: You don’t think 
that the very nature of Chan- 
nel 0 means it is praaching to 
the converted? 

LABBOZZETTA: Not at all. 
I speak to Australian friends 
who teil me they often what 
Channel 0 because they enjoy 
the change and appreciate the 
quality of the programmes. 

SCHWAB: It’s alzo import- 
ant to the PSL and to the pro- 
gress of soccer in general that 
the national team qualifies for 
the World Cup finals. Are you 
confident it will do so? 

LABBOZZETTA. I think we 
have an excellent chance. I 
really believe that. However, I 
don’t think the players are 
really mentally prepared at 
the moment. There have been 
a lot of problems with Rudi 
Gutendorf, which makes it 
hard for the boys. 

SCHWAB: Could you ex- 
plain that... 

LABBOZZETTA: He's been 
criticising his players in the 
Press. If a player has a prob- 
lem, he should help sort it out 
as quickly and effectively as 
possible. He’s said that Krnce- 
vic has had personal problems 
lately. Instead of saying so in 
the papers, he should have got 
together with Krncevic and 
helped iron out the problems. 
He talks about professionalism 
but we can’t treat our players 
as if they were professionals 
because the fact is that they 
are not. They are semi-profes- 
sionals. That is the reality of 
the situation. 

SCHWAS: {ff Australia 
doesn't qualify for the World 
Cup, will interest in soccer da- 
cline, with the result that PSL 
attendances will fall? 

LABBOZZETTA: It 
shouldn't effect us greatly. We 
weren't affected much in 1978, 
the year after we failed to 
qualify for the iast World Cup. 
Many other countries fail to 
qualify, and it isn’t a big 
calamity. If we do qualify, on 
the other hand, it will present 
the marketing people with a 
wonderful opportunity to boost 
the domestic game, 


SCHWAB: You have Prska- 
lo, Jankovics, Arncevic, Hen- 
derson, Sharne and Maher in 
the national team, and Rasko- 
poulos and Cojusso in the 
youth team. Can you seriously 
expect league success in the 
light of the damands that will 
be made on these players this 


yoer? 

LABBOZZETTA: In the 
end, it’s the ciubs that have to 
succeed, not the national 
team. Without strong clubs, 
we do not have a Strong nation- 
al team and we do not have a 
soccer future. I will talk to 
Rudi and ask him to keep his 
demands reasonable. 


SCHWAB: Many people will 
argue that the national team is 
more important than the clubs. 
Rudi certainly would. Sut 
while talking sbout keaving 





that most of the clubs outside 
the PSL are getting weaker? 

LABBOZZETTA: , That's 
natural. People want to see the 
stronger clubs, the glamorous 
players. 

SCHWAS&: But the real 
strength of soccer lies in the 
number of people involved at 
ail lavals, If this strength is di- 


minished, isn’t it unwise to | 


shrug it off? 

LABBOZZETTA: Sure, on 
paper we have numerical 
Strength, but what does it 
mean? In the end, the most im- 
portant thing is to. have a pow- 
erful, well-attended senior 
league which becomes the 
focal point for all that in- 
volvement down the ranks. At 
the moment we need co-or- 
dination all the way down the 
line. For example, juniors 
shouldn’t play at the same 
time or on the same day at the 
PSL. How can we create idols 
for the kids if the kids cannot 
g0 to see them because they 
are playing games of their 
own? They should play on Sat- 
urdays instead, or early 
enough on Sundays to allow 
them to go to the PSL game in 
the afternoon. 

SCHWAB: Would you also 
advocate that the State 


Leegue and other leagues play 
on Saturdays instead of Sun- 
days? 


LABBOZZETTA: Sure. It is 
important to soccer to have 
only one or two big games in 
each capital city on a Sunday 
and that all soccer supporters 
go to that big game. On the 

turday we, the PSL suppor- 
ters, will go to the minor 
league games. 

SCHWAB: That suggestion 
4s mat by hostility from many 
State officials. The NSW pres- 
ident, Karl Rodny, for exam- 
ple, would not be pleased. 

LABBOZZETTA: Rodny 
seems to be having his own 
private war with Sir Arthur 
George. He must see where 
the greatest potential is. Look, 
we all spend a lot of time stri- 
ving to make this game go — 
time we could be spending 
with our wives and kids. All 
levels of the sport should get 
together in a positive manner 
and forget about politics. We 
had NSW appointing Rasic as 
State coach recently ina move 
obviously aimed at getting at 
Sir Arthur. But Sir Arthur is 
equally as stubborn. He says 
Rasic will never coach Aust- 
ralia as long as he, Sir Arthur, 
is ASF president. That’s ri- 
diculous, If Rasic can ‘bring 
success and if he qualifies for 
the job, he should get it. If 
Scheinflug can give us success, 
he should be coach, if Gut- 
endorf is the man, then we 
should back him. It's no good 
closing doors in advance. Too 
many people seem to be 
having private feuds. A major 
Overhaul is needed in relat- 
ionships between PSL, States 
and juniors. We have im- 
proved our soccer, we now 
have TV, and have greater 
media coverage than ever be- 
fore. Why don’t we, the admin- 
istration, improve as well? 

SCHWAB: Talking about Sir 
Arthur, who do you think will 
be his ultimate successor? 

LABBOZZETTA: There's 
Frank Lowy, the PSL 
chairman, who has proven 
qualities of leadership as head 
of the Westfield company. 
There's Peter McCann, who's 
been involved for long enough. 


SCHWAB: How do you see 
the Arthur Goorge era of Aust- 
ralia soccer? Are you satisfied 
with his achievements? 

LABBOZZETTA: Sir Arthur 
has done a great job. He is 
what one would call a dictator. 
If he succeeds, the methods 
are justified and in many 
cases, he has succeeded. How- 
ever, when he does retire, the 
show will continue. As the 
saying goes, ‘The king is dead, 
long live the king.’ 


SCHWAB: Ever-incressing 
transfer fees are one of the 
problems faced by the PSL. 
Can the problem be solved by 
removing transfer fees after a 
player's contract period? 

LABBOZZETTA: I don't 
think we’re ready for that. It 
would make a few clubs all- 
powerful while others would 
get weaker, for once there are 
no transfer fees, the clubs that 
are able to offer the most to 
players in signing-on fees and 
wages, will get ail the best 
players. 

SCHWAB: I reckon that’s 
already the case, because the 
richest clubs can afford the 
biggest trensfer fees and got 
the dest playors that way. 

LABBOZZETTA: Yeah, but 
at least the selling club gets 
money to buy a new player. 

SCHWAB: What about the 
ASF setting a transfor fee 
limit? 


LABBOZZETTA: We tried 
that but who rules on the play- 
er’s worth? How do you create 
the machinery? 

SCHWAB: OK, then just set 
# coiling — $70,000 or $20,- 


, say. 
LABBOZZETTA: Then we'd 
be back to the situation where 
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Italy’s national coach Enzo Bearzot — Marconi 
plans to bring him and Ferucio Vaicareggi to 
Australia for coaching seminars. 
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the richest clubs would get all 
the players. If you have a 
range of transfer fees that 
even the poorest clubs can af- 
ford, the player will go to the 
club that offers him the most 
money, 

SCHWAB: But the sailing 
club would get a transfor fee. 
Enough of that. It was sugges- 
ted last year that a Naw Zea- 
fand club — Mt. Wellington — 
might be permitted into the 
PSL. | ramamber Sir Arthur 
George putting forward the 
NZ possibility in a speech in 
Molbourne a few years ago. Iz 


it foesible? 

LABBOZZETTA: It all 
depends on costs. If people 
from NZ have the necessary 
cash, we'll have a look at it, 
but I think it is a bit too ambi- 
tious. In the future, perhaps. 
Probably it would depend on 
sponsorship, heavy sponsor- 
ship by some multinational 
company. But first we have to 
look at our own. We haven't 
got Tasmania or Western 
Australia in the Philips 
League yet, and they would 
have to come first 


SCHWAB: Again, a matter 
of costs... 

LABBOZZETTA: Instead of 
the present league system, we 
could have an eastern and a 
western league. West could be 
Western Australia, South Aust- 
ralia and perhaps Victoria and 
Tasmania. East would be Syd- 
ney, Wollongong, Newcastle, 
Canberra and Brisbane. The 
winners or the top two from 
each group would play off for 
prizemoney in home and away 
legs for the national 
championship. You'd have 
perhaps eight or ten teams in 
each group. Eventually, too, 
we have to avoid having too 
many teams in Sydney, or in 
Melbourne for that matter. We 
must aim at consolidating sup- 
port, so that one day we'll be 
able to draw 20,000 or 30,000 to 
the big matches. 


SCHWAB: The two /esguas 
have been suggested often. 
Ara they far in the future — 
five years, 10 years? 

LABBOZZETTA: First we 
must stabilise the present 
competition, over a period of 
two or three years. Not until 
then should we change it, 


SCHWAB: Then there's the 
dream of an Asian 
championship or Asian Cup, 
with the top Australian team 
Playing the tap teams from say 
Indonesia, Hong Kong, Malay- 
sia, New Zealand, and soon. . 


LABBOZZETTA: Again, 
that’s a possibility in the 
future. 


SCHWAB: Do you think 
summer soccer will be 
introduced? Wiii the whole 
idea be wiped after the heat- 
wave in which the players had 
to peform two weeks ago? 

LABBOZZETTA: As far as 
I'm concerned, summer 
soccer has been in doubt ever 
since it was suggested last 
year by the marketing people. 
There may be, as they claim, 
some merit in playing at night 


saaneatatecatetetatetenessencecnetenetetetetetatess 
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under lights, but not many 
clubs have lights. When would 
you play? Over the Christmas 
period when it’s regularly 40 
degrees, and when people are 
away on holidays, or do you 
take a break, like they do in 
Yugoslavia where the grounds 
are iced up during Christmas? 
I can’t see the point in chang- 
ing. People in Australia are 
used to winter soccer and let’s 
face it, our winters are not 
severe by any stretch of the 
imagination. We’ve just start- 
ed with marketing and TV, so ~ 
let’s apply these to the existing 
soccer season before con- 
ceding defeat. 


SCHWAB: Then there‘s the 
proposal to have an indoor 
soccer league... 


LABBOZZETTA: I don’t 
disapprove but how long can 
the players play? If they are 
active for the full 12 months, 
surely they would have to be 
fully professional, which 
means we would have to pay 
them a lot more. Can the clubs 
afford it? Also, I believe it is 
not good for a player to keep 
going all year. He must havea 
rest for at least a month. We 
have to analyse these things 
before jumping in. Going back 
to summer soccer — would it 
be easier for us to compete for 
media space with cricket and 
tennis than with Rugby League 
and Australian Rules? Come 
off it. We proved in 1977 that if 
we really apply ourselves, we 
can make a go of it. 


SCHWAS: I'm glad you 
mentioned the start of the 
PSL. The biggest crowds 
turned up at games in which 
big-name guest players were 
on show — Charlie George, 
Matcolm Macdonald. Ray 
Clemence, Zdravko Borovnica, 
Graeme Souwness, Ralph 
Coates and of course Roberto 
Viari, in Marconi’s case... 

LABBOZZETTA: Such 
players are an absolute must if 
we are going to draw big 
crowds, That’s what the U.S. 
did. At the moment we're 
offering our fans nothing new. 
Why should they come? But if 
we offered them a Chinaglia, a 
Keegan, a Benetti, they'd 
come running. 


SCHWAB: {ff it possible, 
under the PSL and ASF rules, 
to bring guest players for short 
periods? 

LABBOZZETTA: Sure, it’s 
possible. The stipulation is 
however, that the player must 
be fully registered with the 
new club, the way any other 
player is. This involves 
making an agreement with the 
overseas club, to transfer the 
player back again at the end of 
the loan period. However, 
clubs were discouraged by the 
early experiments. Other 
players complained of having 
to sit on the bench to make 
room for the guest, coaches 
complained of losing games to 
the teams with the guest play- 
ers, and so on. There is no de- 
nying however, that the Mac- 
donalds, Vieris and people like 
them created an enormous 
amount of interest while thev 


were here, and definitely in- 
creased attendances. 


SCHWAB: As you are en- 
thusiastic about the idea, has 
Marconi considered bringing a 
guest player over this year? 

LABBOZZETTA: No, it’s a 
question of economics at the 
moment. 


SCHWAB: You tried some 
time ago to bring over Romeo 


Benetti, 

LABBOZZETTA: We spoke 
to him, he said he'd let us 
know, and a few days later the 
agent said he'd decided not to 
come. 


SCHWAB: But you did bring 
the former italian national 
coach, Ferucio Vaicareggi, for 
coaching seminars and the 
like. 

LABBOZZETTA: In fact, 
we are now negotiating to 
bring Valcareggi and the 
current national coach, Enzo 
Bearzot, over here together 
for seminars in Melbourne and 
Sydney about May. An agent in 
Italy is standing ready to bring 
both of them as soon as we 
give the say-so. 


SCHWAB: That's great 
news, Tony. Of course you 
won't pass up the opportunity 
to enlist their help in con- 
tacting a few Italian players . . 


LABBOZZETTA: Sure, I 
could get them to help. Also, 
we have Vieri back in Italy, 
and also the former APIA 
player, Rosario Rampanti, 
who's playing well for Spal in 
the second division.
